JT HAS been proven by statistics that ninety per eent of the men of the 
, United States who have aeeomplished anything worth while in any walk 
of life have had either Christian father or mother, and very often it has 
been a praying mother. 

A great rriany have agreed that their lives have been wonderfully in- 
fluenced by their mothers, and they have succeeded because of that in- 
fluence upon their lives. It has been said: "Sow a thought, reap an act; 
sow an act and reap a habit : sow a habit and reap a character; sow character 
and you reap a destiny." 

So it seems to me there is no greater influence exerted over the child 
from its infancy until its character is formed, than that of a mother's 
influence. That influence affects the thoughts, acts, hnbits, and forms the 
character of the child, lhat character sets the eourse of his or her career 
and has an influence on that career when it is set. 

In my own experience (looking backward) I feel 1 must pay a tribute to 
my now sainted mother. How I cherish her memoryl I feci she had such an 
influence in the shaping of my career. From my earliest years she in- 
fluenced my steps in the right direction and now her soul and desires live 
in me.

What a sate country ours would be to live in; what a 
capable class of neople we would be — efficient in mental culture, efficient 
in physique and "strong in faith and love and service for others, for, "As a 
people, so is a nation."

Bandsmen'* Councils have taken their 
rtae in the Army life of this Territory as 
events to Ik- eagerly anticipated as_ a 
s'riritua! tr:-:", as seasons of remarkable 
iicht, blessing and inspiration which 
strengthen [lie individual life in Christ 
and lead to widespread results in Corps 
and community circles.

It was 
an echo from the last Bandsmen's Councils 
in Winnipeg. One of the delegates from 
a Corps outside the city broke his home- 
ward jouriK-v in order to call on his 
brother. He conducted the weekend 
Meetings nt the local Corps and to his 
peat joy. among the seekers at the Mercy 
Seat were the brother and his wife and 
family. As a result, that Corps now has 
a good Uandmasler. 

Another glorious echo from last year 
was to the effect that the delegates from 
a certain Corps were so enthused by the 
Councils that at their welcome home 
Meeting when they told about the great 
time they had had, twelve seekers came 
to the Penitent Form. Thus the fire 
soread far and wide and who can estimate 
the total result of such happenings. It 
is further proof, if such is needed, of the 
abundant reward which comes to Corps 
and individuals alike, when there is a 
willingness to sacrifice the tangible for 
the intangible, to give up the lesser in 
order to obtain the greater. In other 
words it is a real hardship for a Corps to 
part with its Band for a Sunday, but the 
loss becomes gain if the Bandsmen take 
full advantage of their opportunity and 
return to their Corps duties better and 
stronger warriors for God.

experts in their particular branches, which 
makes for grealer efficiency as Army 
musicians and helps to a hettcr under- 
standing of the aims and principles under- 
lying the playing of Army music. Above 
all, there is the call to the maintenance of 
high spiritual standards, and that won- 
drous Divine touch which comes to 
sanctify all efforts in His Name; keeping 
out sordidness and meanness and en- 
nobling life and service. Beyond doubt 
this is the great "secret," if such it can be 
called, of the wonderful success of Army 
Bands in work for the extension of God's 
Kingdom, Occasionally people try to 
imitate our methods, but it all ends in 
dismal failure. They have fine uniforms, 
good instruments, clever musicians, lots 
of money, all the outward paraphernalia, 
everything human to ensure success, but 
like the engine without steam, it won't 
work. Puzzled, they turn to us and ask, 
"How do you succeed?" Our answer 
must ever be that we owe our success to 
the energising power of the Holy Spirit 
working in our midst, anc* that even in 



the Army, if we forget this and rely solely 
on the outward things we perish as do 
others. Bandsmen's Councils are in- 
valuable, therefore, as a means used by 
God to keep us steering in the right di- 
rection. 

To the Councils in Winnipeg, this year, 
came seven full Bands, five from the city 
and the others from Brandon and Portage 
la Prairie. Representatives were also 
present from many other centres in the 
Territory. They included Bandmaster 
Collier, Deputy Bandmaster Mills, Band 
Secretary Burroughes and Y.P. Band- 
master Lewis, from Vancouver I, Band- 
master Bent (Victoria). Bandmaster Pro- 
beit, Deputy Bandmaster Hill and Y.P. 
Bandmaster Vincent (Moose Jaw), Band- 
master Lydall and Deputy Bandmaster 
Ratcliffe (Edmonton I), Band Sergt. Thome 
(Calgary 1), and Bandmaster Hardy 
(Lethbridge). 

To all these Comrades and to all the 
Bandsmen present, the Chief Secretary 
extended a most hearty welcome at the 
commencement of the Councils, expressing

The reading of the General's Message 
by the Commissioner aroused much en- 
thusiasm and the Bandmasters present, 
on behalf of all the delegates, sent a 
message in reply. 

Much sympathy was evoked when it 
was announced that Deputy Bandmaster 
Carrol (Winnipeg Citadel) was lying very 
ill, and a deputation of three — Band- 
master Collier, Bandmaster Lydall and 
Bandsman Dinsdale — was chosen to visit 
him and convey the condolences of the 
Council.

Eagerly Listened to 

The presence of Lt .-Commissioner 
Yamamuro at the Councils was greatly 
appreciated by the Bandsmen and his 
messages were eagerly listened to and 
were a means of great spiritual stimulus. 
The Commissioner won all hearts by his 
simplicity and directness, by the human 
touches he put into all his addresses, and 
by his obvious sincerity and intenseness 
of spirituality- He impressed one as a 
man consumed with a burning passion — 
lo bring the common people to Christ. 
"The common people," that is a phrase he 
is vers' fond of and makes much use of, 
and it is plain that his whole soul is 
wrapped up in the task of winning such 
for his Master. It is not the great, the 
learned, the clever, that he is so much 
concerned about (though, of course, they 
all may come to find salvation) but the 
common people, the dark, the ignorant, 
the superstitious, the illiterate, those who 
certain highbrow writers slightingly refer 
to as "the herd." They are not a herd 
to Yarnarnurc nor to any Salvationist, 
we should hope — they are immortal souls 
to be won from the grasp of the devil and 
made into sons and daughters of God. 
For this purpose, Yamamuro wrote the 
"Common People's Gospel," which has 
been widely circulated in Japan and been 
instrumental in opening the eyes of many- 
arid turning them to the true God. 
Language Twists 
The Commissioner is quite at home with 
the English language, but he gives some 
peculiar twists of pronunciation to many 
words which make them seem odd. No 
doubt it is a hard language for an Oriental 
to master if he goes by the way some of 
our words are spelt. As he humorously 
remarked, however, the Japanese are 
trying to bear with the Canadian Officers 
in Jaix»n who essay to speak the native 
language, so he craved the indulgence of a 
Canadian audience when he addressed 
them in their language. As a sample of 
what curious mistakes are sometimes 
made by Canadian Officers speaking in 
Japanese, we heard that Brigadier Pug- 
mire on one occasion told the audience 
that his father was a great drunkard.

One dny I went out from the printtmi firm 
am] found an Open-Ah- Meeting at the street 
corner. They were not Salvationists — there 
wiie no Salvation Army in Japnn at that time, 
but they were juat a few Japanese Christians 
preaching Chriat. T began to attend the Chris- 
tian moetingo. 1 got a copy of the New Tes- 
tament and begun to study, I then humbly 
believed In Jesus and Illm ■"•.joined, sr.d, I 
t*ii >uu, Ko aaved me. Not only overcame 
my alnB, bnt Ho gave me power to be good 
and deny evil. It mailo mo so happy. 1 could 
not keep that happiness to myself. I invited 
eomo of my companions to come U> the meet- 
ings. They did not like the meetings. They 
said to nie, "Why. after a hard day's work 
do you go and listen to such uninteresting 

I then began to realize there was something 
between me and Christ I gave myself up to 
God. I said, "Hero am I, an Ignorant young 
man. Sanctify me, make me a preacher foi 
tho common people." I gave myself to God 
for the common people, for I knew there was 
something for them in Jesus. I began to 
study Japanese proverbs, lupular songs, par- 
ables, hoping to adapt the Christian truths to 
sue)), easily sceeiied by the eommon people. 
Sometimes I had help, eometimea I did by 
myself. Sometimes I went to a street corner 
and Blood by myself, giving my testimony. 
Then r felt the necessity of chowlng my colors. 
( sot 6 ptcou ot white cloth, put it on a pole, 
and put on It, "Christianity." and made a 
banner. Then I thoaght I would try and get 
some tracts to distribute to the people, but 
they v^ere too expensive. Then T got a few 
copies of the Gospels and took off the covers 
and separated them sheet by sheet, and gave 
these to the people. 

After, when I met tho Salvation Army, 
there was no need to carry a home-made dag, 
there wns the "Yellow, Ked and due." There 
ivna no need to distribute leaves of the Gaa- 
rele. for there was the "War Cry" and the 
"Young Soldier." 

Then at the same time I DeK&u lo feel my 
inability. I felt the necessity of improving 
myself. I went bo a Christian School, al- 
though T had no money. While I was In the 
School I was sometimes doing my lessons, and 
other times doing a job to earn a little money 
to nelc; myself. Then I lost my job. r had no 
money. I did not want to so into debt, while 
there was no money to pay back. I snld to 
myself that I would not eat until I could get 
another job and some more money. I went one 
day fasting, and a second day and a third 
dny and a fourth nnd fifth day and no way 
oren. Six daya J passed, seven days passed— 
no way open. Ono nlsht I nreiuned a drenm. 
I was very weak. I wns dying, and my denr 
mother came to me. She had a glnta of milk 
in her hand, and to me she said, "Dear bov. 
'irink this ml'k, or you wilt die." "ut h1- 
rhnuEh. I wnnttsi to I eould not. Then I 
awoke, very weak, and I could hardlv move. 
God wan preparing me !o Iv n friend lo t'-e 
poor anil needy. The days still paased, until 
ll<e twelfth day, when the Secretary of the 
Schnol sent for me. nnd said he wanted some- 
one to be the di»rkee]>er. Would I lake the 
J °° ; I <l]d. for It waa an answer to nrayer. 
Artcrwards. some twenlv-five years later I 
met this man In Seoul. Kfren. nnd asked him 
if he remembered the Incident. He Paid thai 
he Hid nnd that he hail never rendered a more 
useful rerviee to (he race than tvhen he saved 
nie from starvation.
